STREET BILLS 


Rep. Fred F, Cain of Wilming- 
ton has again filed, in the State 
Legislature, legislation designed 
to solve the problem of Ballard- 
vale Street - a narrow road which 
is half in Wilmington and half in 
Andover for over a mile of its 
lenght, and is also in Middlesex 
County and Essex County for the 
same distance, as the two towns 
are in different counties, 

Mr Cain filed a bill two years 
ago, asking that the state construct 
a road, an extension of Route 125 
into Andover, That bill died inthe 
legislature, 

This year he has filed two bills, 
neither of which have yet been 
assigned a number 

The first bill asks that the state

It was almost like old times, 
in the Town Hall, Monday night. 
Gravel - a hearing of sorts, and 
Attorney Dick Sheppard of Boston, 
well. known expert in the art of 
forwarding the claims of gravel 
operators, appearing for John 
Magee, of Andover, and the Magee 
Construction Company. 

Mr Magee, several weeks ago, 
took out building permits for two 
houses, at the northern end of 
Andover Street, on big lots. He 
plans to have the houses well back 
‘on the lots, which, by law, have 
to be at least 60,000 square feet 


anyway. 

Depending on the point of view 
Mr Magee is either grading his 
lots of land, or he is removing 
gravel commercially. The Town’s 
Building Inspector, Roy McClan- 
ahan, a week or So ago, issued a 
Cease and Desist order to Magee. 
Mr. Sheppard appeared to argue 
against the order. 

Also present for the discusssion 
was a near neighbor to the two 
house lots, Atty Joseph F, Court~ 
ney, former Town Manager of 
Wilmington, Mr, Courtney ap- 
peared as a resident of Andover 
Street. 

The third of the legal lights was 
Wilmington’s Town Counsel, Alan 
Altman. 

Sheppard’s arguments, as might 
be expected, was that Mr Magee 
was clearing the land tor house+ 
lots, 

He pointed out that Mr Magee 
had building permits for two house 
lots, in aplace where he was hoping 
to have permits for three. The 
town’s by-law calls for right- 
angles, on property lines as they 
meet the streets, he said, and 
since this was true, the dwellings 
were being designed for a two 
hundred foot set-back. Thus, in 
arder to be able to build, he first 
had to remove the eafth products 
which were in the way: 
ing the Selectmien that 'so fa they 
Nad only got 125 {eet back, Infer- 
ring that there was still 75 feet 
to go. 

Someone brought up the question 
of ledge, but Mr Magee countered 
that he hadn’t found any yet. 

And the Building Inspector’ s idea 
that they were moving more gravel 
than necessary - There was still 
75 feet to go. 

Attorney Sheppard maintained 
that their position was simple, 
They would like to meet the re- 
quests of the Selectmen, however 
they stood on their position that 
they were only removing nec- 
essary earth products, in order to 
get to the desired building sites, 
and that only. 

Nonplussed, the Selectmen voted 
to take the case under advisement, 
and then went into an executive 
session with Town Counsel Altman, 

After the session the board voted 
that the applications made by Mr 
Magee should be returned to him, 
and denied, on the basis that they 
do not comply with the gravel re- 
guiations of Wilmington. Further, 
the Selectmen said, the Magee 
Construction Company should 
desist operations until the regula~ 
tions are complied with, and until 
proper exhibits have been pre- 
sented, so that a decision can be 
made as to the granting of permits, 

Courtney’s part in the arguments 
were just those of any neighbor, 
He pointed out that the gravel 
trucks were endangering the lives 
of school children, in busses, and 
he was worried about those busses 
meeting a gravel truck, as they 
went around the curves of Andover 
Street. 

Mr Magee was willing to take 
care of this problem, to the best 
of his ability. The times of oper- 
ation, he said, was not before? am 
and not after 4 pm, 


Other Business 

Wilmington’s new Fire In- 
surance Rating has not yet been 
established, after the survey of 
last summer and fall. A letter from 
the Fire Insurance Rating Assoc- 
fation said that the Town would be 
informed as soon as the new rate 
was set, 

A memorandum from the Town 
Counsel told the Selectmen that 
the paper work of transferrring 
the ownership of old St. Thomds 
Church to the Town of Wilmington 
was almost complete.

Planning Board 


‘The Planning Board is not to 
meet for the next two weeks, it 
will be, like others, taking a well 
earned Christmas vacation, 

The first meeting is to be on 
January 9th,, but the office is to 
be open on January 6th for appli- 
cations and appointments. 

In the meeting of Tuesday last 
Chairman Danny Gillis had a list 
of work projects ‘as long as his 
arm’, for the members to com- 
plete during their vacation, 

Secretary Emil Berger was the 
first on the list. Mr, Berger has 
a lot of ‘home-work’ to do on the 
Official Map, hoped to be presented 
to the voters in the annual Town 
Meeting next March, Berger 
also was assigned a lot of work 
to do on the Tax Title Lots, re- 
lative to a proposal to be made 

the Town Meeting. 

‘@}e Town Engineer, on the two 
nights he would have been attend- 
ing Planning Board meetings, will 
be working on Street Specifications 
(new) for sub-divisions. 

Chairman Gillis assigned him- 
self the duty of writing the annual 
report of the Planning Board, to 
be printed in the annual Town Re- 
port, After he has written it the 
report will-be reviewed by Mrs.

She has work to do on 
Frontage Requirements, for house 
lots, and whether or not there 
should be some changes in the by~ 
law. She will report tn time for 
an article in the annual town meet-

Mrs McKie was also given the 
job of preparing articles for the 
annual Town Meeting relative to 
the establishment of some parks 
and playgrounds, in certain parts 
of town, 

Austin Rounds was given a new 
assignment ~- that of preparing 
some background materials on the 
practices of Flood Plain Manage- 
ment ~ that. ds the,control of water 
(and land) neat rivers and streams. 

And William | Stickney had his 
duties added to by Gillis, Stickney 
was appointed the ‘liason man’ to 
serve with the Wilmington Re- 
Development Committee, now 
working on the Eames Street pro- 
ject. Mr, Stickney will be asked 
to familiarize himself with the 
work of that committee, prepara~ 
tory to the first meeting of 1968. 

Chairman Gillis expressed him- 
self as worried about the progress 
of the Eames Street Redevelop- 
ment Project, 

He noted that the committee had 
been in to discusss a ‘preliminary 
Plan’ with the Planning Board, but 
had not been in since, Gillis was 
worried lest the project, the plan, 
the discussions on the proposed 
Sewerage, and the discussions on 
traffic flow.

of the town, 

He wanted to make arrangements 
whereby the Town’s Building In- 
Spector would be preparing a check 
list, at some regular interval, with 
this idea in mind, The list, Gillis 
Said, could be of the ‘Occupancy 
Permits’ given by the Building In- 
Spector at the time a house is 
completed, 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
Suggested that this couldbe a four- 
times-a-year project. The work, 
he said, could possibly be done by
